General has been pleated on the advice ot his Ministers 
to award the Indian Police Medal tor gallantry to the 
undermentioned officer ot the East Punjab Police: — 

Name of Officer and Hank. — Habib Singh, Officiating 
Head Countable, No. 2 uf the Gurgaon District. 

{Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. — -On the evening oi 213rd April 1948 Head 
Constable Kanhiyalal of the Rowari Criminal Investigating 
Agency received inJormation that Budha, Gujar ot 
Bhanwari, Police Station Sadr ltewari, a proclaimed 
offender, was present m his village in the house ot his 
brother. Tho Heud Constable organised a raiding party 
consisting oi four Constables, including officiating Bead 
Constable Nasib Singh, and a Lambardar, and reached 
the village at about midnight. They sin-rounded the 
house where Budha was reported to be taking refuge. 
The inmates of the house were awakened by the barking 
of dogs and as soon as they found that the house had 
boon surrounded by the police party one ot them tired 
three successive revolver shots at officiating Head 
Constable Nasib Singh, who was guarding the main exit. 
Ho saved himself by taking shelter behind the wall The 
fourth shot missed fire and did not go off. Nasib Singh 
who was at a distonce of about seven or eight yards from 
the culprit, took advantage of the opportunity and with 
great courage and pluck pounced upon his assistant and 
knocked him down with a blow from the butt ot lue rifle 
ne then snatched his revolver and overpowered him. The 
culprit was found to be Budha Gujar himself. He was 
urmed with a six-chambered English make revolver, along 
with 70 rounds of live uirirrmnilion 

In pouncing upon Budha when he knew that ho was 
armed, Nasib Singh showed initiative, devotion to duty 
and bravery of a very high order. 


2. This award is made toi gallantry under regulation d(i) 
of the regulations governing the award of the Indian 
Poiico Medal and consequently eames with it the special 
allowance admissible to officers ot and below the rank of 
Inspector of Police.

dtulement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. — On 4th. April 1948, a Ja'dy passenger with a 
child aged live years attempted to board the W allair 
Passengei when it wat, steaming out oi tho Nollore 
Railway Station. While doing so, she accidentally dropped 
the child between tho piatJorm and the moving tra:' 1 
screamed lor help. Head Constable 205 Snmue.l j 

Nellore Railway Police Out Post, who was present 
platform, immediately rushed to ihe spot. With rare 
courage and commendable presence of mind, he inserted 
his right Jog in between the platform and the moving 
train, and held the child firmly to (lie edge of the platform 
until the train was stopped. Though bis leg was getting 
bruised by the pressure ot (he loot-hoard <i tho moving 
carriages and Head Constable did not, even for a moment, 
release his hold. In thus saving the child at considerable 
personal risk, Head Constable Samuel displayed 
conspicuous courage and presence of mind. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under regulation d(i) 
of the Regulations governing the award ot tho Indian 
Police Medal and consequently carry with it tho special 
allowance admissible to officers ol and below the rank of 
Inspected of Police.

And whereas doubts have arisen regarding the validity 
of orders passed and acts done by tho said courts and 
authorities in exercise of their jurisdiction in respect ot 
Himachal Pradesh while sitting at Simla; 

And whereas it is expedient that duo provision should 
he made for the removal of the doubts utid for validating 
the aforesaid orders und acts; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (c) of sub-section (2) of section 4 of the Extra- 
Provineifil Jurisdiction Act, 1047 (XL VII of 1947) and of 
all other powers enabling it in this behalf thy Central 
Government is pleased to make the following order; — ■ 

1. Short title, extent and commencement. — (1) This 
Order may be called the Himachal Pradesh (hegal Pro- 
ceedings and Executive Authority) Validating Order, 1949. 

(2) It extends to the whole ot tho Himachal Pradesh. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Notwithstanding anything to tho oontrury contained 
in any 7 law for the time boing in force, all orders made, 
proceedings taken, sentences passed and acts done in 
respect of Himachal Pradesh by the Courts anil authorities, 
located in Simlu, in exercise of the powers uud 
jurisdiction vested in them by Jaw applicable to Himachal 
Pradesh or which purported to be made, taken passed 
or done in exercise of the powers and jurisdiction derived 
or purporting to bo derived from the provisions of any 
law for the time being in force in Himachal Pradesh, 
shall bo deemed to be, and always to have been, validly 
made, taken, passed or done 

No. 9-IB. — Whereas some of the Courts aud authorities 
of Himachal Pradesh arc located in Simla winch is situated 
within the territorial limits of the Province of East Punjab; 

And whereas it is expedient that the said courts and 
authorities bo invested with jurisdiction to pass orders 
and do other nets in respect of Himachal Pradesh while 
sitting at Simla. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (c) of sub-section (2) of section 4 of the Extra- 
Provincial Jurisdiction Act, 1947 (XLVI1 of 1947) and of 
all other powers enabling it in this behalf, the Central 
Government is pleased to make the following order;- 

1. Short title, extent, and commencement. — (1) This 
Order may be called the Ilimuchal Pradesh (Legal Brq^ 
ccedings and Executive Authority) Order, 1949, 
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(2) It shall extend to tile wholo of Himachal Pradesh, 
(8) It shall come into force at once. 

2. The Himachal Pradesh Courts and authorities located 
in Simla shall, notwithstanding anything to the contrary 
contained in any law for tho time being in force, be 
competent while sitting at Simla, to make orders, take 
proceedings, pass sentences and do all other acts in 
exe?’cise of tho powers and jurisdiction vested in them by 
any law at present applicable, or which hereafter may be 
made applicable to Himachal Pradesh.
